Charging that “the Holder-Brown | 
political machine” is working to “block | 


all progressive legislation,” B. F. 
Mann, representative in the Georgia 


general assembly from Glynn county, 


Saturday issued a statement in which 
he charges that John N. Holder, 
chairman of the state highway board, 
and J. J. Brown, state commissioner 
of agriculture, are working together to 
defeat the proposed state bond issues 
for education and _ road-building 
Georgia. 

Mr. Mann refers to the resolution 
defeated in the house last Monday, in- 


' troduced by Representative Miller, of 


Muscogee and himself, whieh called 
for specific information from the 
highway board regarding the amount 
of the state’s road mileage already dis- 
tributed, and mileage by counties as 
shown in figures furnished the state 
treasurer for disbursement of the one 
cent of the gasoline tax allotted to 
counties for construction of IJxteral 
roads ‘which are-not part of the state 
road system. 

He also asked for a statement re- 
garding the exact amount of mileage 
yet to be distributed under the act of 
1925, which specifices that the total 
of state road mileage shall not ex- 
ceed 6,300 miles. 

Mr. Mann charges that the highway 
chairman promised extra mileage to 
counties all over the state out of the 
S00-mile increase authorized under the 


act of 1925, thus giving the counties 


in question additional gasoline money 


‘as well as more state highway mile- 


age, but he says that none of these 
promises has been fulfilled. 
Illegal Allotments. 

The reason for this failure, Mr. 
Mann asserts, is because all except 
50.7 miles has already been illegally 
allotted through the gasoline allow- 
ances and that, despite the numerous 
county delegations which have been in- 
vited by Chairman Holder to come to 
Atlanta and set forth their claims for 
mileage, and despite promised publie 
hearings in all parts of the state, the 
department has practically no more 
miteage which it can allot under the 
law. 

“It would seem,” says Mr. Mann, 


“that when the board adds mileage 
without authority of law and that by 
such addition to some counties, thus 
automatically reducing the amount

New York, March 27.—(#)—Bar- 
bara Bennett, who, Los Angeles po- 
lice said attempted suicide in that 
city today, already has crowded many 
experiences into her 21 years. 

Following in the steps of her father, 
Richard Bennett, and her mother,

Chile contends that her acceptance “a 
of the new method of settlement did 4 
not involve suspension of the plebis-.

Position of Kellogg. 

The United States maintains that — 
it intends that the plebiscite proceed- 
ing be suspended pending diplomatie . 
negotiations and a white house states 
ment was made to this effect, 

The correspondence shows, howe 
ever, that the word “suspended” was 
not used until the American note of 
March 25, which has not been an- 
swered by either disputant. 

The original American suggestion 
for a diplomatic settlement, February 
16, provided that general plebiscite 
arrangements ‘“‘shall be maintained 
unimpaired.” Chile accepted “with 
the understanding that the proceed. 
ings or steps taken in the exercise 
of such good offices will not impede 
the plebiscitary proceedings.”

sent a note interpreting its original 
offer, in which it suggested that:

Rental Bids Set for Fri- 
day as Governor Signs 
Measure. 


EDUCATION, ROAD 
BOND ACTION NEXT 


With Pension Matters 
Disposed of, House Bond 
Factions Marshal Forces 
for Showdown. 


-- 


Early payment of past due pensions 
to Confederate veterans and their 
widows was forecast Saturday when, 
Governor Clifford Walker signed the 
pension bill and announced that bids 
for discounting Western and Atlantic 
railroad rentals will be opened in his 
office at noon Friday. 

This is the earliest possible date 


on which the bankers and capitalists © 


who wish to bid on the issue can have 
their figures ready, it was stated. The 


governor is anxious to conclude these 


preliminaries as quickly as possible, 


so that actual cash from the discount- 
ed rental may be on hand at the earl- 


iest possible moment. and payment 
made at once to the Confederate vet- 


erans and their widows, many of whom 
are in serious need of their money. 


The bill provides for discounting 
the rentals over a period of eight years, 
which will yield over $3,000,000, the 


annual rental being $540,000, after 


interest has been deducted. 

There are 10,534 eligible pensioners 
in Georgia, the pension department 
announced Saturday. 

It was pointed out Saturday that 
the method of discounting is essential- 


ly the same as the financing of a 
state bond issue, the state giving its 
certificate of indebtedness against the 


Western and Atlantic rentals, in re- 
turn for the money advanced. 
Voting Drawing near. 

Practically the same procedure will 
be followed in the issye of $70,000,- 
000 in bonds for road bililding, if such 
a measure is ratified by the people. 
The main difference will be that, 
while the discounts are to be paid 
from the W. & A. rentals, the bonds 
will be paid from the gasoline and 
motor vehicle taxes. 

With the votes drawing near on the 
two big issues of the special session 
of the legislature, education and road 
bond proposals, the crisis of the ses- 
sion is anticipated at the capitol dur- 
ing the next two weeks. 

Final votes on the proposal to issue 
$23,000,000 in state bonds for educa- 
tion has been set in the house for 
Wednesday, next, at 10:30 o'clock, 
This bill, as reported out by the com- 
mittee, provides £4,000,000 for prompt 
payment of school teachers, $7,000,- 
000 for state aid in building and 
equipping consolidated schools in the 
rural districts, $11,000,000 for the, 
University of Georgia and its branches 
and $1,000,000 for expansion and 
building of the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville. 

An amendment has been offered to 
give $9,000,000 for consolidated schools 
and $9,000,000 for the university. 

Following the voie on the educa- 
tional bonds, the road bonds bill will 
come quickly before the house and a 
final vote on the proposed $70,000,000 
road bond issue, the bonds to be re- 
tired and interest paid out of the 
revenues from gasoline and motor re-" 
hicle taxes, is expected to follow the 
school bond vote within a week. 

Prospects of.the passage of the bond 
bills by both houses are considered 
extremely bright at present by lead- 
ers in both houses. It is pointed out 
that a vote for the bills does not mean 
that the member positively approves 
them, but merely that he recognizes 
the right of the yoters of the state t

On the 
other hand, the ‘‘pay-as-you-go” 
plan is based flatly upon the pro- 
posal of “county aids,’ which can 
be supplied only by county bonds 
based upon property taxes. 

The proponents of the ‘“‘pay-as- 
you-go” plan, therefore, cannot es- 
cape the argument that their plan 
is more of a “bond” plan than the 
state bond issue—and contemplates 
not only ad valorem taxes to carry 
these county bonds, but further in- 
creases in gasoline taxes, which 
fall upon everybody, whether gaso- 
line consumers or nox.

So are Nor- 
beck and MeMaster. of South Dakota 
So are Howell and Norris, of Nebras- 
ka, and Couzens, of Michigan, and 
Brookhart. of Iowa: also Borah. of 
Idaho, and Hiram Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia.

Turning from the senate as it now 
exists to the new_senate that will come 
into existence after the primaries of 
this summer and the elections of next 


November, it is certain that the re- 
publicans cannot better their position. 
It is almost equally certain they will 
be in a Worse situation. By whatever 
law of averages, or record of past per- 
formances, one may look at it, it is 
utterly unlikely that the republicans 
in the elections this vear wil] hold all 
the strength they now have. It would 
be a political miracle if the republic- 
ans, after these approaching elections, 
have as many senators as they now 
have,

certain to hold. There has been sume 
talk about the democrats electing & 
senator from Illinois this year, in the 
person of George Brennan, on the 
prohibition issue.

The only recent occasion when 
Illinois has elected a democrat to the 
senate was in 1912, when the Roose- 
velt republicans split from the repub- 
lican party and allowed James Hamil- 
ton Lewis to win, | | . 

Two other states are quite certain 
‘to. elect republican senators—but re- 
publicans of a sort. Wisconsin and 
North Dakota will elect republicans— 
but they will be republicans of the 
type of La Follette and Nye. 

This leaves twenty states that are 
debatable—some, of course, much more 
debatable than others. 

Kentucky just now has two repub- 
lican senators, the only time in the 
history of the state when it has had 
two. One of the two, Richard P. 
ernst. comes up for renomination and 
reelection this year. Decidedly Ernst 
and his state, Kentucky, must be put 
in the doubtful list. 

Oklahoma, now represented by Jonn 
W. Harreld, republican, is a ease sime 
ilar to that of Kentucky. Normally, 
Oklahoma is a democratic state. Nore 
mally it is represented by two demo- 
cratic senators. That it has one re- 
publican senator now is due almost 
wholly to the Harding landslide of 
1920. Dependable information from 
Oklahoma says that the vaeancy this 
year will be filled by a democrat. 

Massachusetts during all the years 
of this century except six has been 
represented in the senate by two re 
publicans. One of the sitting ones, 
William M. Butler, comes before the 
Massachusetts electorate this year. He 
and the eleetion centering on him 
are important because Butler is the 
chairman of the republican national 
committee; hecause he is the friend of 
President Coolidge and was the late 
ters choice for manager of Mr. Cool- 
ilge’s campaign in 1924, and because 
Massachusetts is the president’s own 
home state. Defeat of Butler in Maa- 
sachusetts would be a serious invasion 
of the prestige of the republican party 
and of President Coolidge. 


But it is quite possible for Butler to 
lose. He holds his present seat not by 
election, but by appointment on the 
death of Senator Lodge. Butler never 
has had his strength put to the test in 
a state-wide campaign. 

Butler's danger lies in the strength 
of his anticipated democratic opponent. 
It is expected that the democratie 
nominee will be ex-Senator David IL 


Walsh. Watsh is a remarkable vote- 
getter. He ran in the 1924 senatorial 
campaign and lost ‘(to Gillett) by 
about 19,000 votes. In that same elec- 
tion Coolidge carried the state for the 
republicans by some 422,000. That is 
to say, Walsh ran more than 400,000 
ahead of the democratic presidential 
ticket. It is readily possible for 
Massachusetts to, go democratic this 
year. 


Oregon is a state almost as depend- 
ably republican as Illinois or Penn- 


The reason for the pregent situation 
is to be found chiefly in the fact that 
the year 1926 is six years after the 
year 1920.

On Relative Merit 
Of Highway Plans 


Editor Constitution: A recently 
published statement of the opponents 
of a state highway bond issue under 
the head “How a cash dollar will go 
much further than a borrowed dol- 
lar” is most illuminating and instruc- 
tive. 

Examining the first tables based on 
111-2 years, we note the statement 


“on bond plan extra one cent tax on 
gasoline is not contemplated” and so 
in showing how small the borrowed 
dollar really is, they omit the trifling 
amount of $23,000,000 to be obtained 
by increased taxes under the pay-as- 
you-go plan. Again, they charge the 
bond plan with 12 millions paid to the 
counties for roads built by the coun- 
ties and for which the state has 
solemnly given its promise to repay 
when the state system of roads is 
completed, while in their calculations 
on the pay-as-you-go they-omit this 
small obligation of 12 millions. The 
total of these two sums as $35,000,- 
000, and to approximate a comparison 
this huge sum should be. deducted 
from the pay-as-you-go receipts as in- 
dicated in their table. The same 
method of calculating those cash dol- 
lars is used in their 15-year table, 
with a proportionate error in their 
totals. In comparing any two plans 
in order to put them on a fair basis, 
the same amount of income should be 
figured and, of course, if one plan re- 
imburses the counties 12,000,000, and 
the other does not, then if the “cash” 
dollar does not pay the state's honest 
debts to the counties, by all 
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Taxes is taxes, and a one cent in- 
crease in gasoline taxes amounts to 
$1,666,666, which will pay 41-2 per 
cent interest on $37,000,000 in bonds 
alone, and which amounts to about 
seven dollars per year on every auto- 
mobile in Georgia—there are about 
250,000 owners. And then, too, if a 
fair comparison is to be made, the 
interest on this $1,666,666 increase 
should be figured at 6 per cent com- 
pound interest, for while a state can 
borrow at 41-2 per cent, the average 
tax payer pays at least 6 per cent. 
The truth of the matter is that a 
bond issue is the only method by 
which we can build a system of paved

Millions of these “cash” dollars have 
been. put down on dirt roads in Geor- 
gia only to be blown away in dust 
and washed away in rains. Let's halt 
this extravagance!

He determined 
to be a lawyer, and through great dif- 
ficulties reached admission to the 
bar, migrated to Tennessee and be- 
came a practitioner and then circuit 
judge, soldier, member of congress, and 


finally president of the United States 
for two brilliant terms. Calhoun de-

The singular fact about it was that 
both candidates were song of Vir- 
ginia, born in the same Charles City 
county, Harrison in 1773 and Tyler 
in 1790.

They were can- 
didates for president and vice presi- 
dent in 1836, but their party ~vas split 
into three factions and was badly beat-

leaders; it would be like depriving an 
army of its general staff; beyond all 
that, it would amount to such a spec- 
tacular loss of prestige as to hanii- 
cap the republicans seriously in the 
ensuing presidential election. 

That ensuing presidential election 
is an additional reason why the re 
publicans are eager to carry the con- 
gressional and senatorial elections 
next fall. Their apprehension takes 


two forms: If the republicans should 
lose their senate majority in the elec- 
tions this year the result would be 
two years in which we should have a 
republican president and a democratic 
senate. The paralysis of legislation, 
the deadlock and the turmoil that 
would arise from such a situation 
would cause dissatisfaction throughout 
the country. It would result, during 
the last two yeurs of Coolidge’s term, 
in the country seeing a state of gov- 
ernment productive of discontent, at 
least and possibly of alarm. The natu- 
ral and frequent expression of such 
discontent might take the form of turn- 
ing the republican party out of power, 
which is the same as to say, of de- 


feating Coolidge—if Coolidge’ is to be 
the next republican nominee. 

To be sure, the discontent might 
express itself otherwise; nevertheless, 
this is a menacing republican danger, 
and the republicans see it as such. 

Such a phenomenon has happened 
three times in the present generation. 
In 1894 Cleveland was in the white 
house and the senate was democratic. 
In the election of that year the demo- 
erats lost the senate, and two years 
later lost the presidency. In 1910, 
when ‘Taft was president, the demo- 
erats carried the lower house, and that 
was a portent which was fulfilled by 
the election of Wilson ia 1912. 

Again, in 1918, Wilson was in the 
white house, and had a senate demo- 
cratic by 51 to 43. In the elections of 
that year the democrats lost congress 
to the republicans, and two years 
later lost the presidency, ‘These 
analogies may not be sufficiently nnu- 
merous to justify deducing too much; 
nevertheless, the republicans deduce 
enough to make them uncomfortable.

Are Sewed by Hand 


Only the skin which comes from the 


side of a horse and the rump is used 


for a baseball cover. Neck and legs 
are not up to quality standard. The 
cover consists of two pieces of equal 
size. Holes for the thread are punched 
in the horsehide as it is cut. Sewing 
covers on the ball is entirely the work 
of the human hand. Some men Can 
cover 60 balls in a day, working eight 
hours. Others cannot do more than 
40. It takes 216 stitches to sew a 
ball. The thread is doubled and waxed 
and each ball has in it about 12 feet.

Washington, March 27.—(Special.) 
The federal tax division in which 
Georgia is included reported fewer 
income tax delinquents than any oth- 
er division, but ranked at the top in 
delinquents in miscellaneous taxes, 
treasury records of a clean-up drive 
in February this year, show. 

There were 276 income tax delin- 
quents in the division, which includes 
Georgia, Florida, North and South 
Carolina and Virginia, with headquar- 
ters at Raleigh. Delinquent taxes col- 
lected amounted to $14,256 and addi- 
tional assessments of $2,209 were 
levied, ; 

Miscellancous tax delinquents in 
the division totaled 562, with delin- 
quent tax collections of $14,179 and 
additional assessments of $2,351. 

During the special campaign in 
February, deputy collectors of the in- 
ternal revenue bureau made 36,668 
investigations throughout the country, 
resulting in an additional tax levy 
of $8, 642. 146, of which $6,607,229 has 
been collected.

Pre-School Movement Progresses 
Throughout United States 


Recognition of the work now being 
done in Atlanta through the pre-ocho ol 
circle movement is gaining rapidly 
throughout he United Stats, Mrs. Clif- 
ford Walker, national chairman of this 
department, has received inquiries 
from several states concerning the 
chair of training for parenthood which 
was established last fall as a part of 
the Georgia State university systeta. 
Kentucky, Arkansas, Texas and Pen 
sylvania are making serious efforts 
to establish this feature in their uni- 
versities, 

Twenty-four Atlanta schools now 
have pre-school circles. In two schools 
the group was so large that it was nec- 
essary to divide it. Samuel 8. In- 
mah school has four cireles, each with 
a chairman; Kirkwood school has five. 

Miss Alexander, under the direction 
of the Sheppard-Towner fund in At- 
lanta, states that the success of their 
infant welfare and pre-school work 
has been due largely to the splendid 
cooperation of the Parent-Teacher as- 
sociation, doctors, teachers, and the 
city publie health nurses. Tt is the 
especial province of the pre-school cir- 
cles to engage the attention of the 
mothers to these remedial health meas- 
ures, 

Kirkwood School. 

The mothers in the Kirkwood school 
are stressing physical examination for 
the pre-school group through the city 
baby health centers. They are also 
working toward a 100 per cent kin- 
dergarten. An automobile committee 


is responsible for getting babies to 
the health centers from homes where 
there is no means of transportation. 
Babies are accompanied to these cen- 
ters by their mothers and informa- 
tion and advice is given directly to 
them. 

At the various centers children ap 
to 5 years of age are examined by the 
doctor in charge. If a child is found 
to be defective it is referred to the 
family physician for treatment. The 
babies are weighed and measured by 
the assisting nurse and their records 
kept. During the year of 1924-1925 
there were 4,048 babies examined and 
6,020 pieces of literature given to 
mothers.

A letter sent out from the Sam In- 
man pre-school circle chairman of last 
year, Mrs. Raymond Wolfe, proved so 
successful that it was mimeographed in 
simplified form and sent into all the 
states by the national chairman of 
pre-school circles. A letter received 
this week by Mrs. Walker from the 
state chairman of Oregon all the way 
across the continent, makes most in- 
teresting comment upon her use of 
Mrs. Wolfe's form letter.

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How Insects Make Love and Do 


Curious Discoveries About the Way 
Butterflies Woo Their Mates With 
Sweet Perfumes, theWonders Ants 

AccomplishWith Their Keen Sense 
of Smell and How the Mosquito 
Hears His Sweetheart’s Voice 
Through His Whiskers 


»HE human butterfly of fashion 
spends much money at the 
beauty shop for scents that 
lend fragrance to her person. 


With the winged butterflies 
that’ promenade the air it is 
different, for in their world the males, 
and not the females, use perfumes as 
a lure to attract the opposite sex. 


This is a discovery newly made by 
Dr. Austin A. Clark. of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, who says that the 
agreeable odors carried by male but- 
terflies are emitted from hairs of 
scales which are grouped in patches on 
the hind wings, or in some species on 
the hindmost legs. 

These odors, in different species, 
strikingly resemble lemon, verbena, 
mignonette, clove, musk, sweet briar, 
etc. They are delightful fragrances. 

The common miikweed bu_terfly, 
its colors orange and black, has an ex-

tensible brush of hairs on each side 
of the last segment of its body which, 
acting somewhat like an atomizer, dif- 
fuses odors when the owner wishes to 
register charm. 

By an odd sort of paradox, butter- 
flies are greatly attracted by smells 
which to us are horrible. Anything 
rotten draws them, and an expedient 
commonly adopted+ by collectors 
hunting those insects in tropical re- 
sions is to smear the trunks of trees 
with banana pulp. The decaying pulp 
makes excellent bait, and butterflies 
alighting upon it are easily caught. 

Auguste Forel, a famous entomol- 
egist, had in his possession some fe- 
maie Saturnia butterflies which he 
had hatched and reared. They were 
a woodland species. Swarms of males 
came from nearby woods to besiege 
the window of the room where they 
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a female he is anxious to charm 


were kept. A crowd of ragamuffins 
in the street tried to catch the beauti- 
ful insects, and were amazed to see 
them fly against the window and enter 
when it was opened. 

It would seem that female butter- 
flies, while they carry no perfumes, 
distinguishable by our crude sense of 
smell, must have a scent of their own, 
for there is no question that by this 
means, as often observed, the males 
are attracted from afar. 

The smelling. sense in man_ is 
wretchedly feeble. In insects percep- 
tion of odors is keen beyond anything 
that we can imagine. They have a 
special “‘olfactory” brain lobe, from 
which nerves extend through their an- 
tennae, which serve as smelling or- 
gans. 

The late Professor C. V. Riley im- 
prisoned a female ailanthus moth (a 
big gaudy creature) in a little wood- 
en cage, which he hung on a tree 
branch in his back yard. Then, ata 
distance of a mile and a half, he lib- 
erated a male moth of the same spe- 
cies. Half a dozen hours later the 
male (which had been marked for 
identification) was found fluttering 
about the cage. 

The male bumblebee smells the fe- 
male at great distances. A blowfly, 
drawn to putrid meat, is immediately 
impelled to lay its eggs. But if its 
antennae are removed, it stops liy- 
ing. 

An ant deprived of its antennae is 
as lost as a blind man who is also 
deaf and dumb. Smell constitutes the 
social sense in ants—the sense which 
enables them to recognize each other, 
to help one another, to care for the 
young, to make long journeys away 
from the nest, to find their way back 
home again and to get food. Ants 
have very dim sight, and some species 
are blind. They smell by touching each 
other’s antennae, and so effect recog- 
nition.

Every community of ants is hostile 
to every other communiiy, even of the 
same species; and if an individual be 
taken from its own nest and. intro- 
duced into another, it ts at once at- 


tacked and dragged out. Which shows 
that the members of a colony. all

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recognize one another, though if may 


perhaps contain over half. a million 


ants. A violent hatred for strangers 
is instinctive in those insects. 

Insects gifted with keen sight, on 
the other hand, have antennae so 
poorly developed as to be almost rud'- 
mentary and, all their activities being 
guided by vision, their sense of smell 
is defective. 

The dragon fly, for instance, has 
huge eyes for hunting in the air. Of 
all insects it has incomparably the 
best sight. Most of us have noticed 
the sureness with which it distin- 
guishes, follows and catches the tini- 
est winged prey on the wing. 


The dragon fly’s enormous con- 
vex eyes, each with about 20,000 
facets, give it an acuteness and, one 
may Say, a spaciousness of vision alto- 
geiher beyond our comprehension. At 
ordinary reading distance, the human 
eye sees with distinctness a part of the 
printed page not larger than the thumb 
nail; the compound eye of the dragon 
tly sees clearly over a wide area. 

The aerial chases of dragon flies 
resemble_those of swallows. It is al- 
most impossible to catch one with a 
net. As if making sport of the en- 
tomological collector, they keep al- 
ways just out of reach. A long handle 
for the net is no advantage, for they 
behave as if actually able to measure 
the handle and allow for its length in 
judging their distance for safety. 

The house fly’s keenness of sight is 
manifest to any observer. Examine 
the head of one with a magnifying 
glass, and the bulk of. it will be found 
to consist of two immense eyes. They 
‘ire optical batteries, each made up of 
thousands of little eyes bunched to- 
gether, with a separate lens for every 
one. Their surface being convex, the 
fly has a wide view of its surround- 
Ings. 

Above and between the two great 
eyes of the fly are three very little 
ones, single and set in a triangle. What 
they are meant for nobody knows; 
it is an arrangement common. to 
many species of insects. One theory 
is that they are for- distant vision, but 
it may be that they are provided for 
vision close at hand. 

The vision of spiders is miserably 
poor; they see but dimly even objects 
near at hand. 
ments of a captured insect that, by 
Shaking the web, guide the “arachnid 
to her prey. When a little jumping 
Spider chases flies on a window, she 
can see them only AS they walk betore

Flies are careless and imprudent, else 
they would rarely be caught. 

Grasshoppers, crickets and cicadas 
(the so-called “seventeen-vear  lo- 
custs’’) have excellent hearing. ‘The 
“death watch’ wood-boring beetle 
calls his mate by banging his head 
against the wall of his ealleried abode 
in joist or wainscot. But most insects 
seem deat to noises that are audible 
to human beings, though possibly 
they may produce sounds and hear 
sounds beyond our range of auditory 
perception.

It is to 
attract the male, and not to delight 
our own ears, that the lady insect 
sings in the still watches of the night. 


Experiments have proved that these 
whiskers, which are the gentleman 
'skeet’s antennae, will vibrate sym- 
pathetically in response to certain mu- 
Sical notes struck with tuning forks.

Insects have recognizable brains. 
As might be supposed, they differ 


markedly in intelligence. The house 
fly is a notably clever insect, the 
dragon fly even more so. probably. 
Mosquitoes seem to be well eqquipped 
mentally; bees and ants better than 


they. Moths are dullards and butter- 
flies rather stupid—beautiful but 
dumb. 


Forel (to quote again that famous 
authority) says that insects undoubt- 
edly do reason. He has proved it by 
numerous experiments. They have 
passions. Some species are extreme- 
ly irritable and choleric, as wasps and 
certain ants. 


Insects evince hatred, devotion, 
gluttony, discouragement which in 
defeat may become despair. An ant, 


left alone, shows plain signs of abject 
fear. Indeed, there is no emotion felt 
by man that is not on occasions dis- 
played by creatures of the insect 
world. Their minds and tempera- 
ments are in many ways remarkably 
like those of human beings.

The Salvation Army, with the full 
force of its energy and its influence, 
gets behind a plan to locate thrifty 
white settlers—farmers and dairymen 
—in Georgia and South Carolina. 
This is -the same organization, be it 


recalled, that in working out its fa- 
mous social reclamation scheme, mov- 
ed 155,000 men from Great Britain 
and located them. on the farms of 
Canada, the western United States, 
Australia and Rhodesia. - 

The Salvation Army is thoroughly 
sold on the fertility and productive- 
ness of the soil of Georgia and South 
Carolina and on the ability to make 
farming in these two states pay well. 
Representatives of the organization 
have collected statistics regarding the 
number of abandoned farms in the 
two states, the price of land and la- 
bor, the value of yarm products and 
the markets for those products. Flor- 
ida, as a logical and profitable mar- 
ket for Georgia farms and dairies, 
has especially engaged their atten- 
tion. Jt is said, in this connection, that 
Florida consumes annually $31,000,- 
000 of dairy products, of which only 
$7,000,000 is produced in that state. 

The plan of the Salvation Army con- 
templates bringing in desirable white 
settlers of thrifty habits and good 
moral character from several of the 
European countries. Farmers and 
dairymen from Sweden, Denmark, 
Holland and the British Isles are espe- 
cially desired, and most of the immi- 
gration efforts will be centered in 
those countries. 

From the tracts of Georgia lands 
to be purchased farms of suitable 
size will be sold the settlers on long 
time, with a very moderate rate of 
interest. Supervision of the entire 
enterprise would be in the hands of 
the Salvation Army. 
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A Georgian not so long since went 
to visit a relative of his in an Ala- 
bama city. Arriving at night, he set 
out to walk to the house, thinking that 
he had its general location rather 
firmly in mind and knowing that he 
would recognize the place when he 
came to it.

ready quite unsatisfactory in various 
Georgia farming sections. : 

In the opinion of many, nothing 
Short of a bond issue will provide 
enough money for Georgia to even 
approximate the amount of road con- 
Struction it can easily and econom- 
ically do. 


Our Out-Of-Place Boundaries 


+ 
ORK recently begun to check 
up the condition of monu- 
ments marking the straight 
line boundary between New 
York and Pennsylvania, and 
to find how far the line 
varies from _ its. proper position, 
brings to atteniion only one of the 
scores of ‘boundary skeletons’ in the 
national closet,’’ says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C., headquarters 
of the National Geographic society. 

“It is probably safe to say that nof 
one of the forty-eight states is now 
administering exactly the territory 
which supposedly belongs to it,’ con- 
tinues the bulletin. “In some cases 
the differences are only matters of 
hundreds or thousands of acres, but 
in others they must be measured by 
hundreds of square miles. These 
faulty boundaries are for the most 
part accepted now, especially in the 
states longest settled; but the agree- 
ments have not all been reached 
quietly. There have been scores of 


disputes between neighboring states 
and territories; dozens of law suites 
have been brought before the supreme 
court, and in one or two cases hitter- 
ness has been so great that civil war 


has seemed on the verge of breaking 
out. 

Difficult to Draw Straight Lines. 

“The chief difficulty is in drawing 
straight lines. Anyone can. draw a 
straight line on a piece of paper. He 
can construct a reasonably straight- 
edged flower-bed or driveway. But 
try to lay out a straight line some 
miles or hundreds of miles long on 
the face of the earth, over hill and 
dale, valley and mountain, and you 
are faced bv a vastly more difficult 
problem. 

“Many of the supposedly east and 
west lines between the colonies, later 
inherited as boundaries by the states, 
were laid out with no other instru- 
ment than the magnetic compass. The 
direction in which the needle pointed 
varied as the survevor advanced; but 
in some cases no account was taken 
of this, and in others inaccurate cor- 
rections were applied. The lines, in- 
stead of being straight and running in 
a true east and west direction, were 
traced somewhat like rail fences be- 
tween their terminal points, or struck 
off from the true direction at an 
angle and had to be brought back at 
intervals by offsets. 

Plumb Lines Lead Surveyors Astray. 


“Later when better instruments, 
astronomical methods, and higher 


mathematics were used the errors in 
running boundary lines were greatly 
reduced. An absolutely accurate lipe 
hundreds of miles long through rough 
country has never yet been marked 
out on the earth’s surface, however, 
and probably never will be—chietly 
because surveying instruments depend 
on plumb line or spirit level to estab- 
lish perpendiculars, and these indica- 
tors vary with differences in density 


of the rocks from piace to place. The 
closest approach to accuracy has been 
made by the ‘triangulation svstem’ 
which the United States Coast and 


Geodetic survey has extended over a 
great part of the United States. Er- 
iors still crop up, but they are almost 


negligible. It is this triangulation sys- 
tem which has disclosed many of the 
rather glaring inaccuracies of the 
earlier boundary surveys. 

“A number of boundary ditticul- 
ties have arisen because of mistakes 
In geography. Thus the tirst boun- 


dary treaty between Great Britain and 
the United States in 1782 provided 
| q 


that the northern boundary of the 
United States should run trom the 
Lake of the Woods ‘on a due west 
course to the river Mississippi’—a 


physical impossibility. This error had 
to be adjusted later but the tiny pro- 
jection of the United States territory 


into Canada at the OSth meridian 


itke the sight on a rifle barrel—is a 
monument to a mistake. 
A Misplaced Lake. 

“Another error that led to trouble 
was the belief that an east-west line 
through the southern extremity of 
lake Michigan would cut Lake Erie 
at or north of the latter’s western end. 
The extension of Indiana and Ohio 
Several miles north of this old east- 
west line testified to the correction 
that had to be made. The shifting 
of the Ohio line north, incidentally, 
was one of the boundary maiters that 
came near causing Civil war. Militia 
from both Ohio and Michigan were 
mobilized near the disputed territory 
in 1835 and bloodshed was avoided 
by the narrowest margin. 

“One of the most peculiar state 
boundaries in the United States is the 


northern line of Delaware which js 
the arc of a circle nicked out the 
southeastern corner of Pennsvivania. 
Laying out the Delaware boundaries 
was a rather difficult: problem in 
geometry and surveymg combined. 
While the north line is an are of a 
circle drawn from the center of the 
town ot Newcastle with a twelve- 
mile radius, the west line is in the 


main a tangent to the circle from the 
mid-point of a base line in the south 
between the Atlantic ocean and Chesa- 
peake bay.

He tells of his attention to his appearance and how he became his own 
valet in the death cell. Finally he describes his joy at the heaven-sent chance 
for life which came when a new trial was ordered. 


Klvana was at first convicted, later acquitted, of complicity in a Long

men in the Sing Sing death 
house who has not been 
there himself. 


You who go about your daily busi- 
ness often lament your situation. You 


are overworked; your boss is un- 
reasonable; your pay is inadequate. 
Perhaps you are contending witlt sick- 
ness at home or struggiing to pay a 
mortgage. 

But you are busy. You have a 
chance to battle against the odds. 
You can walk about, breathe the air, 
enjoy the sunshine, and fight for ex- 
istence. 

The moment you enter the death 
house you are overwhelmed with the 
realization that resistance is useless. 
You are gone, you are finished. 


True, you have a chance—a slim 
one—with the appellate — diviston. 
‘That court automatically considers all 
capital cases. The evidence ts re- 
viewed, and if the court decides you 
didn’t have a fair trial, you are grant- 
ed a new one. But how seldom that 
happens! 

They’re the Exceptions. 

You read in the newspapers occa- 
Sionally of doomed men who are 
miraculously snatched from the elec- 
tric chair. As a matter of fact, it ts 
seldom the court of appeals reverses 
a conviction, 

The newspapers occasionally chron- 
icle a Sing Sing execution. But only 
the more tamous Cases teceive pub- 
hicitvy. While I was awaiting the 
chair, the Diamond = brothers and 
Farina went through. They are fa- 
militar to you because of the sensa- 
tronal murder in which they figured 
and because of the tremendous tight 
the Diamonds’ relatives made to save 
the boys, 

But you probably never read a line 
about the other four men who went 
through while | was at Sing Sing. 

The grim procession through the 
little green door never lets up for 
lony. Your hope of ese.aipe iS Slight 
indeed. And there is nothing you can 


do to help yourself. Your lawyer, 


your family may work in your behalf. 
But how seldom their efforts avail 
anything! Your chance of life is a 
long, long shot once you enter the 


miserable fraternity of doomed men. 


Life! That is the subject of almost 
all talk there. Every particle of men- 
tal and emotional energy is concen- 
trated on a mad desire to escape the 
charr. 

We often discussed what we would 
do to gain life. In fact, we talked 
about little else. 

There’s nothing those men would 
stop at, if life lay ahead. Murder, tor- 
ture, rape—no crime, no frightfulness 
would deter their course it they were 
fighting for the chance to live. 

The Urge to Live. 

I don’t mean to make the fellows 
out as rascals. They were wonder- 
fully good to me. There’s nothing 
they wouldn't do foreach other, ex- 
cept give up the chance to live. You 
can’t blame their desperation as they 
sit there day after day, watching’ death 
approach = with inexorable 
steps. 

For a long time Luigi Rapito had 
the cell next to mine. Poor devil— 
he went through a month ago. We 
often talked in this strain:

I don’t believe, though, that Ross 
came down to Mineola to shoot me 
into eternity in his piace.

I saw the know- 
ing look in his eye when, sitting there 
on the witness stand, he faced me at 
miy trial. 

As it turned out the jury didn’t be- 
lieve Ross when he said | drove an 
automobile in which part of the held- 
up gang from the Bellmore, L. L., 
bank made their escape.

I felt mighty sorry for Luigi. He

Reading as a Pastime. 
Every day at 11:30 the keeper 
brings you the prison library list. You 
may choose two books from twenty- 


four. Reading is the only employ- 
ment a death house prisoner may 
have. Many cannot keep their minds 


on it, and I am surprised now to real- 
ize that although I read a lot, | can’t 


remember the title of a single book 
except one. That one is Charles 
Chapin’s story of his life. 

Chapin, you know, is doing life for 
the murder of his wife. Because he 
had been a newspaper man and was 
an unusual prisoner we all read his 
book. Of course, we never saw him. 
The men doing time in the yard are 
Separate and distinct from the con- 
demned men. 

Except for its grim Significance, 
Sing Sing is preferable to the jail 
at Mineola. And death house men get 
preferred treatment of a kind. 

The doomed men are clean, at 
least. I bathed every day in the sum- 
mer time. You can always take a 
shower instead of your time outdoors. 
We got clean underwear every Satur- 
day and clean pillow slips and sheets. 
The Sing Sing food, too, is betier than 
that at Mineola. At that it’s notning 
to make your mouth water. 

On Mon- 


day we generally had pork and beans, 
coffee 


Dinner is served at 12. 
and bread. On Wednesdays 


we got corned beef and potatoes. 
There was macaroni and tomato sauce 
on Friday. 

Supper is brought to vour cell at 
the unbelievably early hour of 4:45. 
This meal consists of three slices of 
and 
tomatoes. It is varied with a diet of 
mashed potatoes and succotash. On 


rare occasions there is dessert—gen- 


bread, mashed potatoes stewed 


erally stewed peaches or prunes. 


I couldn’t eat the prison butter, 
and if | had that tasty addition to my 
bread I sent out and bought it. 

Fish was always served on Friday 
night. It was impossible. It smelled. 
No one ever touched itt. 

Improving on the Menu. 

This fare sounds slim, but when I 
had money I could improve on it by 
sending to the store. On Wednesday 
and Saturday prisoners can send out 
for a steak, eggs, canned peas and 
other edibles. You can get a two- 
pound steak and the chef will fry one 
pound at atime. You are obliged to 
buy your own sugar. 


The keepers are changed at 10:30 
p.m. Almost every one goes to bed 
between 11 and 12. 1 generally read

Warden’ Dunbar came from Mineola 
jail to get me. 

When that kindly, white-haired of- 
ficial had taken me to the death house, 
eleven months before, he had said: “‘l 
hope | bring you back, Stanley.” 

Now it was all coming true. You 
don’t know what that trip down meant 
tome. It wasa fine, bright day—tast 
January 20—and the sunshine seem- 
ed like a good omen. 

I] was eager to see everything. I 
suppose I was like a child.

When I went to work for Slattery 
as bartender in his saloon at Long 
Island City, | never dreamed what was 
ahead. I went there at $35 a week 
only because business was slow in my 


own line—that of bench mechanic. 
| never stepped out with Ross and 
Slattery. All was very businesslike. 


Slattery’s place was only three blocks 
from my home. My wife brought me 
a hot lunch every noon. We had no 
reason to think my job would lead to 
trouble. 


The death house and its miserable 
inmates are behind me now. But 
every detail is indelibly stamped on 
my memory. 

| still dream that the guard has 
come to order me into my death 
clothes and that I am about to feel 
22,000 volts burning into my flesh. 
At such times, in my sleep, the elec- 
tric lights flicker, the doors bang and 
echo down the stony corridors—just 
as it all happened seven times during 
ny long stay there. 


In my sleep I hear the mournful 
song one wretched man sang as he 
marched into the chamber from which 
no prisoner returns, It started, 
“Where, O, where, is my mother?” 

I don’t recall the name of it. And 
I don’t want to remember. God 
knows, I recollect enough.

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Things New and Old About the Bible : 


Objections Urged Against the Divine 
Fatherhood. 


LARGE portion 
of the suffer- 
ing of mankind has 
been constantly 
urged against the 
goodness and love 
of God. 
To say that all 
suffering is not 
ae. . retributive is not 
Rev. W. P. King this to accuse God 
of injustice? A false. answer was 
found by ascribing a sort of dualism to 
the divine personality. According to 
the ancient mode of thinking, there 
might be a contradiction within the na- 
ture of God Himself, a conflict be- 
tween divine mercifulness and merci- 
lessness. Modern thought sees a con- 
flict between God and nature. With 
this problem the Christian faith has 
struggled for its very existence. J. 
S. Mill has charved nature with ‘‘cru- 
elty beyond the fiercest savagery of 
men. Nature impales men, burns 
them to death, starves them with 
hunger, and freezes them with cold.” 
Tennyson tells us of the agonizing 
problem of man: 


“Who trusted God was love indeed, 
And love creation’s final law; 
Though nature, red in tooth and claw, 

With raWing shrieked against His creed. 


“Are God and nature then at strife, 
That nature lends such evil dreams 
So careful of the type she seems 

So careless of the single life.” 


Fairbirn, in “The Philosophy of the 
Christian Religion,’”? discusses in a 
very able manner this apparent con- 
flict between God and nature. He di- 
vides physical evils or afflictions into 
three kinds: (1) Man in the hands of 
nature; the destructive forces of na- 
ture. (2) Evils peculiar to men, 
especially death. (3) Evils man suf- 
fers from men; among others, the 
evils of heredity. The first educates 
man in the arts and sciences and cul- 
tivates the emotions of sympathy. The 
second makes life serious and great 
and gives value to time. The third 
transmits siores of health and sanity, 
virtue and truth. In brief, in the 
manner of Bushnell he teaches the 
moral use of dark things. 

This treatment of the subject sug- 
gests a benevolent purpose in suffer- 
ing not contained in the old theory. 
Some further developments became 
necessary to the very continuance of 
faith. We find that.development in 
the Old Testament revelation. The 
first distinct advancement is found in 
the Book of Job. Suffering may be 
disclipinary. ‘I had heard of thee by 
the-hearing of the ear; but now mine 
eye seeth thee.” 

Its disciplinary value is stated by 


the psaimit: “It is good for me that 


! have becn afflicted; that I might 
learn thy siatutes.”’ br. A. B. David- 
sci, in his “Old Testament Theol- 


ovy,’’ gives us at some length the ben- 
eiicent influence of the exile of the 
Jewish peovle. It enlarged their con- 
ception of Goad, forever cured the peo- 
pie of idolatry; it intensified their 
consciousness of sin, made men con- 
scious of individuality; it cultivated a 
more exalted conception of the king- 
dom of God; it gave strength and con- 
sap ‘nce to the Messianic hope and pre- 
red the wavy for Christianity. 

The second distinct development in 
the purpose of suffering is given in 
the second half of Isaiah. Suffering 
mav be vicarious. According to 
Isaian, the servant of the Lord suf- 
fers innocently like Job; but his suf- 
ferings are for the sins of the guilty. 
Such doar ig Suffering is not a uSe- 
less Sacrifice, but minisiers to the 
need oi the “pei and wins their for- 
gviveness. 

Jesus gaihers up the broken, scat- 
tered lights of the former revelation 
and gives us a light on the problem 
far brighter and steadier—the clearest 
light we shall ever have in this world. 
That the retribution theory does not 
expliin suffering, we are taught by 
Curist when reports came to him of 
Galileans slain by Pilate and of some 
on wnom a tower fell, and also in the 
incident of the man. born blind. The 


earthly career of Jesus even more 
than his words refutes the old view. 
The one being who could throw out 
the challenge, “Which of you con- 
vinceth me of sin?” had fewer marks 
of righteousness according to the old 
theory than any man of his time. He 
was born in poverty and lived a wan- 
dering life, without a home; he was 
distrusted by his own family, for- 
saken by his friends, betrayed by a 
disciple, persecuted by his enemies 
with utmost cruelty, and afier a pub- 
lic life of three short years he died in 
the company of thieves, with the 
most excruciating agonies of cruci- 
fixion. How does the career cf Jesus 
comport with the old orthodoxy as 
Stated by Elihu the Buzite: “‘If they 
obey and serve him, they shall spend 
their days in prosperity aid their years 
in pleasures?” 

That suffering may be disciplinary 
Jesus teaches us in the words, 
“Blessed are ye when men shall per- 
Secute you.”’ That suffering may be 
vicarious Jesus tells us many times; 
“The good Shepherd layeth down his 
life for the sheep.’”’ We can never 
reach a final solution of the mystery. 
The voice of God speaking to Job 
out of the whirlwind teaches him that 
in suffering he must hold on to the 
element of simple trust. The mystery 
of it rests on the Son of God when he 

says: “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” 


Sunday Health Talks

N SOME cities, during the 
great influenza epidemic, peo- 
ple began wearing masks for 
the purpose of escaping in- 
fection. 

It was a good gesture, at 


any rate. 

But such people were like those 
who are afraid of thunder; by the 
time -one hears the thunder the dan- 
ger is past. So it is a great waste of 
time, being afraid of thunder. Only 
people with vast leisure can afford to 
be afraid of the thunder. 


I say the mask-wearing stunt was a 
good gesture, for it served to empha- 
size the fact that the “flu” was a 
respiratory infection—and not a mat- 
ter of wet feet or change of weather. 

But the wearing of the mask when 
one is on the open Street in cold 
weather is scarcely necessary, since 
the chance of infection is so very 
small out in the open, even though 
one be then exposed to the conversa- 
tional spray of some hundreds of 
passing pedestrians and the cough and 
sneeze spray of a dozen ignorant 
boors. Spray infection does not oc- 
cur in the open air, so far as we know; 
at least it is excessively rare. The 


germs of the respiratory infections are, 


extremely sensitive to the inhibiting or 
destructive action of light and cold, 
and even the momentary exposure to 
light and cold while they are riding 
a droplet of moisture from your neigh- 
bor’s mouth to yours, seems to lower 
their virulence or disease-producing 
power below the ordinary threshold 
of susceptibility. Especially the 


threshold of susceptibility of an indi- ° 


vidual who walks out a bit every day 
tor health. 


It is indoors where the germs of the 
cri find conditions favorable to their 
multiplication and propagation. The 
subdued or practically excluded sun- 
light, and the abnormal, artificial 
warmth help the cri germs to. thrive 
quite as definitely as these abnormal 
conditions impair the hea’) of the 
buman occupant and lower ius thresh- 
hold of susceptibility to the respira- 
tory infections. 


Join the Order of the Blue Mask. 

No man, woman or child unmask- 
ed, has a moral right to be about to 
associate with other persons when de- 


veloping cri. Presumtive evidence of 
guilt, to my mind, is the alibi such 
sowers of mischief and unhappiness 
so often ofter—they say, it’s “‘just a 
cold.”

Wear the Safety Mask. 


If these ignorant or _ vicious 
wretches, these sowers of sorrow, 
would go about properly masked, that 
would be sufficient isolation. 

A mask which will really prevent 
the shooting of the germ-laden par- 
ticles or droplets of mouth-spray con- 
sists of not less than ten layers of 
gauze or cheesecloth which has not 
less than 32 threads to the inch mesh. 
The color of this mask is immaterial; 
if may be flesh tinted or any. color 
preferred; there is no particular vir- 
tue in white. Blue is reserved for a 
chivalrous order as hereinafter desig- 
nated. The mask is a badge of hon- 
esty and conscientiousness, and the 
right-minded individual who desires 
to keep about when coming down with 
the cri, will don the mask to protect 
his associates from possible infection.

case the only suitable remedy, I think, 
is a bust on the nose for the boor, if 
it is one of the male gender.

the original unit of the University of 
Georgia, in 1824 was found by Col. 
John H. West, head of the Dahlonega 
school. The book was brought to At- 
lanta by Colonel West and was ex- 
amined with interest by many state of- 
ficials and educators. 

In various parts of the book the 
noted Georgia statesman wrote his 
name and wrote several comments 
which appear in a bold handwriting 
written in ink. On the fly leaf of the 
grammar is the following inscription: 

“R. Toombs. Commenced Gram- 
mar October 13, 1824 under James 
Paterson, tutor of the Freshman class, 


Franklin College. Commenced again 
January 13, 1825.” 
At that time Dr. David W. Lewis, 


the first president of the Dahlonega 
institution, was a triend of Toombs 
and it is believed that he carried it to 
the Dahlonega school after he left 
Franklin college. 

Colonel West, who recently “was 
named president of his institution, be- 
ing the first alumnus of the college to 
serve in this post, is making arrange- 
ments to present the book the 
library of the University of Georgia.

This is the sixth-of a series of fifty-two greatest paintings which 
represent the choice of the art directors throughout North America. 
Reproduction of this art masterpiece appears in the rotagravure 
section of today’s Constitution.

In the year 1611, Peter Paul Rubens, then aged 34, was commis- 
sioned to paint some panels in the Guild of Arquebusiers at Antwerp. 
The central picture of a certain group is the ‘“‘Descent From the Cross,”’ 
which is considered by the authorities to be the greatest of the many pic- 
tures he painted. 

Tranquility seems to emanate from every figure in the picture. A 
sacred subject is handled with ease and delicate grace. Rubens has 
painted into this great dramatic story the sorrow that is ever present as 
the last physical rites are paid to the departed. No passionate utter- 
ances, no exclamation of wonder, no clamor, no extreme dread, no ex- 
cessive tears to betray their sorrow is being proclaimed by the loving 
friends. They give no evidence of hatred or revenge, for they under- 
stand. Even Mary Magdalene and the Virgin at the feet of Christ control 
their sobs. ‘ 

The story this picture illustrates has been often told. Having been 
given permission by Pontius Pilate, Roman governor, Joseph of Arima- 
thea, one of the disciples of Jesus, with Nicodemus and a few helpers are 
shown in the picture lowering the body from the cross using exfreme Care 
not.te touch a wound for'fear a sound, indicative of severe pain, would 
come from the mouth of the lifeless form. 

John Rubens. the father of the artist, was a man of learning and a 
zealous upholder of the reformation. A few years before the birth of 
Peter Paul. he was forced to flee Antwerp, then under Spanish rule, and 
took up residence in Cologne. He was charged with impropriety and 
ordered cast into prison. His devoted wife seeking the influence of 
“higher-ups’”’ was able, by telling numerous untruths, to secure his release 
within two years. Biographers dwell on this incident, and deem the 
story worthy of recording to honor the mother of the artist whose suc- 
cess in life she-prepared by toil.and sacrifice and whose glory she ought 
to share. 

On June 29, 1577, at Siegen, a second child was born to this couple 
and christened Peter Paul. As a child he was very precocious. In school 
he distinguished himself, conversing fluently in French, German, Fleim- 
ish and Latin. In 1587, at the age of ten, his father died. The ravages 
of war had dwindled their tortune and the mother removed to Antwerp 
to give the children the benefit of an education. She had early decided 
that through the clergy was the one sure way for her to attain fame, and 
then friends returning from Italy told her of the great artists who were 
being feted by the royal families, and that their company was much 


more sourht by nobility. She encouraged her son to draw and placed hun 
under the care of Van Veen, a scholarly art teacher. 
In 1600 he left for Italy to further his study. He stayed there 


eight years caretulls copyine the <tyles of Michclanve!l , Raphael, 
Varonese, Titian and others. Upon learning of the lness of his mother 


he hastened home. but arrived too late to find her alive. The following 
year, lonely in spile of his surroundings, he fell in love and married Isa- 
bella Brant. This was the real beginning of his brilliant career. Atter 


seventeen years of happy married life, she died, and four years later at 
the ave of fifty-three he married Helena Fourment, then but 
years of age. 

Rubens. troubled with gout for many years, died in the niidst of 
clory, breathing his last on May 30, 1640, at the age of sixty-three. In 
the chapel of the Church of St. James at Antwerp under one of his own 
paintings entitled “St. George,” lies the remains of this great painter, who 
ranks first among Flemish arttsts.

One day in the spring of 1878 there 
caine to the desk of William Dean 
Howells, editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly, a story about the Great 
Smoky mountains of Tennessee. It 
was signed by Charies Egbert Crad- 
dock, 

Mr. Howells saw in the story some- 
thing unusual, It was written in the 
rough dialect of the region and dealt 


with a strance locality and rough 
characters. He printed it and later 
several more stories by the same 


author, without knowing who Charles 


Egbert Cradc ck was. 
Several years later ai shy little 
woman called at the office of the 


magazine in Boston and asked to see 
M.-. Howells. She was shown into 
his office. 


“T am Charles Egbert Craddock,’ 
she suid. 

Mr. Howells was scarcely able to 
believe his ears. Of course he had 


thought that the author of the stories 
he had been printing was a man, and 
all the time it was this little woman, 
whose real name was Mary Nuoailles 
Murfree. 

The discovery caused one of the lit- 
erary sensations of the time, and the 
writing started the dialect era of 
American stories.
